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want of true knowledge of a plantation (that may 
proove profitable to the Church of God & them- 
themſelves) cauſerh ſuch to live heere like plants, 
which many times prove leſle fruitfull in their na- 
rurall ſoile,then when they are removed to places 
berter liking them, for which cauſe I have thoughr 
goodar this preſent , rodiſcover briefly (to all ſuch 
aS are wel affected )the knowledge of a moſt hope- 
full plantation newly undertaken by the right 
honorable the Earle of Barkeſhire (Knight of the 
moſt noble order of .the Garter ) and compa- 
ny, for that famous river of the Amazores in 
America, as by that which followeth may ap- 
care. 

: But before I proceede further herein, I thinke ir 
not amiſle to ſpeake ſomewhat ofthe lawfullneſſe 
of plantations in. forraine countries, whereby ſuch 
as make doubt thereof , may be beerter ſatisfied 
herewith. |

Neither hath the ſayd ſtraitneſle alone , cauſed 
a removall from one place or Country to another, 
bur alſo famine, ſword,and other alterations, happen- 
ning in the world: And toſpeake truel poll that ſome 
inall ages had not departed into other countries - 
with their families (as God was pleaſed to moove 
them by his divine providence) the world afſured- 
ly had not beene (o-much inhabited abroad as now 
it is,- and men had beene more burthened at home, 
then cow they are : therefore ſuch men deſerve ra- 
ther to be commended, then condemned by any, 
t& thar becauſe they donothing herein,but what 


- God hath commanded, to be done, as appeareth

and Queene of all Flouds, and for the large exrent 
of the tame, it 15 called by others rhe ſweet Sea, 
ſuppoſed to bee the greateſt River / nor onely of 
all /ndia, bur alſo ) of the whole world; it is ſaid 
to flow fromthe Mountaines of Pers , and runneth 
with many windings and wrnings for the ſpace of 
| 1500 leagues, containing at the mouth thereot 
neare {ixtic leagues in breadth; in it are many I- 
lands, divers of which are inhabited by the Indi- 
ans g..it doth ebbe and flow neare three hundred 
leagues, and hath in it greare ſtore of excellent fi- 
"ſhes forthe uſe-of man ; of which more ſhall bee 
{aid hereafter, when wee ſhall come to ſpeake of 
the-proviſions of the country for mans ſuſtenance, 
. Thequality ofthe land is of divers kindes; as 
low, middle, and mountainous, ( as here withus ) 


it aboundeth in woeds of divers ſorts, baving 


pn in ſome parts thereof, with plentie of grafle, 
clides pleaſant ſtreames of freſh waters,all which 
arc very needfull and fitting for a plantarion. 

The earth in choſe parts is of ſundry mixtures, 


' as blacke mould, clay, rofſey, and ſuch like, be-' 


{ides ſtone for building if occaſion ſerve. - | 

The ſcaſons there differ much from ours, for the 
dry. weather which wee call there- ſummer, be- 
gincth about Augyft,and rhe raines and windes,

| ter , by reaſon of the raines then falling extraordi-

[ mer feaſon: for noſooner doe the leaves wither 
he and fall away, but preſently it beginnes to ſpring 
againe, as here with us ſome yearcs it ſeemeth the 
lite; tor wiren our autumme proves ſomewhat 
warme,then commonly appeareth a ſecond ſpring, 
j which yer never commerh to perfeRion , and that 
by reaſon of the ſuns declining from our horizon, 
= and the cold winters preſent approaching , which 
cauſeth alwayes our latter ſpring to keepe backe, — 
uncill the time of our ſummer ſeaſon: tf which in 
| Guiana is notſo, for there is little difference of 
heat and cold throughout the yeare, but a moſt 
om growing weather, which —_—_— Ccau- 
| cth thoſe parts ro bee much more fruitfull then 
[ many other parts of the world. 
tf The day and night arethere alwaies equall, the 
Sunne riſing at (ix of the clocke in the morning , 
and ſetting at fix inthe evening or neare therea- 
iF bour the yeare throughout. 
| The provifions for dict are many, as firſt, the 
roote called Caſſavie, * of which the Guranians * 
make their bread z rherc is iikewiſe a kinde of great 
; wheat called-Maix , it yceldeth great increaſc,and 
# wakerh excellent meale, or flower for bread : of 
the afpreſaid Caſſavie, andthis wheat, is made a 
| ſortof drinke called Paranaw , much like the beſt - 
i .march bearc here with us; ather ſorts alfo they

There are Deere of divers ſorts, wilde Swine, 
Hares and Conies in great plenty , befides which 
there is agreat beaſt called Maipnry which intaſte

ther creature which uſually commeth into the freſh 
waters, and feedeth upon the graſſe and weedes in 
the marſhes, (and is called by us the fea- Cow) be 
ing in taſt like beefe, and will alfo rake ſalr,as the 
former of theſe there are great ſtore intheit ſea- 
ſons,they wil ſerve wel for the victualling of ſhips 
homeward bound, as of late hath beene proved. -- 
Of fowles there be divers kindes,namely, wild. 
duckes,wilde-geeſe, hennes, herons,cranes,(torkes, 
pheaſants, parrridges, pigeons, ſtockdoves, parrats 
of ſundry ſorts, beſides ravenons fowles ,..and 
hawkes, with divers other forts. not knowne in 
theſe'/parts, + Y 1%.

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Having thus briefly touchedthe ſeverall ſorts of 
proviſions neceſſary for mans fuſtenance,ir remai-. 
neth I ſhew the varietic of commodities therein 
growing for the rrade of Merchandiſe , which in 
ſhorttime(by Gods afſiſting our endeavours) may 
bee brought to returne great profit to the un- 
dertakers. 

The firſt commodity of cſtimationthere grow- 
ing are ſugar-canes, whereof in ſome parts there 


are ſtore, which by erderly planting and ercing 
of convenient workes, for beyling and making of # 


ſugars, may (through Gods bleſſing) bee returned 
yearely great profit to the adventurers, tt as the 
plantation of ſugarcanes made hertofore 1A Barbary 
bythe Afoores, and fincethat in Braſſecle by the Por- 
tugals may witnelle. 

There is alſo cotton wooll growing ofthe fineſt 
ſort, it is aprofitable commodity , for making of 
fuſtians, callicocs and candle-wicke. - -

There are likewiſe 'many commoditie for

There are likewiſe tound of late , ſtore of Nut- 
megs growing, With their Mace,ſome of which 
I have recevied upoareturne of my foreſaid adven- 
ture, whichnoe man ( I ſuppoſe ) but my (elfe can 
ſhew the like , excepting ſome gentlemen, which 
upon requeſt have received ſome of mee, which 
no doubt may in ſhorttime bee brought toa more 
fuller perfeRion , by either cropping the old trees 
and dreaning the waters from them , or by tranſ- 
pR—_ the young trees, as by experience is com- 
monly {cene, how that nature is much helped by 
artand induftry. " 

There is likewiſe Gumma, Lemina, Barrata , 
Ginnipepper,long Pepper, Caſcia fiſtula, Tobac- 
co,{plcene ſtones, ſpeckled wood, Hony and wax: 

As for mineralls,or mynes of mertals, it is very 
likely , rhis Country affordeth many , not onely 
of the baſeſt , but alſo of the richeſt , which herec- 
after may cometo bee diſcovered, if God ſhall be 
pleafed , which hee grant to his glory , and ous 
good, or that otherwiſe they may ever lie hid. 

. Now as rouching the narure of theſe people they 
are generally held harmelefſe, rractable, rrufty , 
and hat laborious; in which refpe& they 
differ aznch from all other Americans, and which 
is better to bee liked ip them , there is good hope

people in Africa) when having notable Miniſters 
of their owne , they: ſent to the Abaſlines their 
neighbours for teachers, and were denied, did.

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but alſo adorned rhe fame by a holy converſacion, 
ſo that by their pious diligence, they wonne many 
oftbemro the faith, which was the crowne of their 
reioyCipg : and who knoweth, but that hethart in- 
fuſed ſuch defires into an inhabitant of the Eaſtin. 
dies,may workeas powerfully intherg of the weſt, 
and may likewiſe bleſſe theſe as he bleſſed them 
with the bleſſed light of his moſt holy word, to 
which let every fathfull Chriſtian ſay, Amen, 
Now ſecing that the hops of worldly gaine cau- 
ſeth moſt mento adventure in one Kinde or other, 
and thatthe gaine conceived ofthis plantation may 
prove very profitable both tothe Church of, God 


and all adventurers, it may therefore the better in- 


courages: ſtirre up men of all ſorts,to become ad- 
venturers herein, tFand chiefly ſuch as have recei- 
ved of the Lord both grace,and ability,for the fur- 
ther ſerting forth of his glory. 

Andalthough it cannot bee denicd but that our 
nation of late yeares, hath beene very. forward in 
ſerling of divers plantations beyond the -feas, 
yet have they not all thereby ſo much glorified 
God, as could be wiſhed , nor dealt fo fairhfull 
with ſome adventurers, as was expected , which 
thing no doubtbeing conſidered by many , hath 
beene the onely cauſe of keeping them backe front 
being adventurers ;and no marvell, if when wee 
conſider the perſons commonly ſent (1 ſpeake not 

of all, but of ſuch onely) whole lives being baſe 

—and-idle here at home, can hardly bee expected to 

be much better abroade in forraigne plantations, 

- which to ſpeake trucly, have beeng no other (ts

the moſt part formerly) then common ſinkes, 
wherein too many grieved fathers have caſt forth 
their deſperate offpring, and the commonwealth 
her moſt lawleſle inhabitants, ſuch as by their con.

called,to be rather evil ſpoken of amongſt the Gentiles, 
then otherwiſe:by meanes whereot u hath happe- 
ned that the heathen have deemed that God as evil 
as their owne , whoſe ſervants were worſe then 
themſelves, doth not God and nature teach, that 
whatſoever a man ſoweth, that ſhall hee alſo reape , not

And now, though plantes of grace (like fruirfiull 
trees)are chiefeſt to be wiſhed forin al plantations, 
yet no doubt may civill men be ſentincaſe of want, 
as natures flowers for ornament : I wiſh therefore 
that care were had, t® toſend thoſe plants, and 


leavethe bad. 


As for the temper oftheclimate it exceedeth not 
ſo in heare as fome men have thought of it, for 
though the ſcituation be in part under the equino- 
Rial,yet is it habitable,as appeareth by the experi- 
ence of our countrimen, which have lived inthoſe 
parts, and found it both healthfull,and pkaſant;for 
Godin wiſdome hath ſo ordered the, heavens in 
theirhorizon, as that by meanes ofa brieze (or 
freſh gale of winde) blowing in the day time, ir 
qualhfieth the heare, 8 and maketh the climate 
much more remperate, as with usis oftcn felt the 
hike in heare of ſummer. | ; 

. Befides thedewes there falling commonly inthe 
night,addeth much co the cooling of that climate, 
| x , and. 
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and which is to bee noted , the continuall abſence 
of the-Sunne from the horizon, for the ſpace of 
twelve houres every day , cannot but cauſe the 

temper of that clymate to be moderate}, there be- 
ing a perfe& mixture of heat and cold, each qua- 
lifting the other in the ſpace of twentic foure hours 

by an equall diviſion of day and night, as before 
hath beene ſhewed. | 

- Their houſes are built ( moſt commonly ) in 

length, like our barnes here with us, ſome of which 

are ſolarge;as that they containe in them above an 

hundred perſons, having therein hanging beds, (in 

which they lie )called hamackoes , made of corren 

woll very artificially , their veſſels for uſe arc 

made ſome of clay, of which ſort ſome are ſo great 


as that they will containe more then one hogſhead 


of water. 

They will worke a month or more for an axe of 
cighteene ortwentie pence price; for which they 
will fell your timber, . cleare your ground, plant 
x p_ ſugarcanes , Anortto, and Corten trees,and 

uild your houſe after their faſhion: © which. in 
other plantations is not ſo, for in all other our 
plantations; the adventurers are enforced to car- 
ry men over to doetheir worke for them, leaſt 0. 
therwiſe they bee drivento worke themſelyes , as 
Virginia, St. Chriſtophers , and new England , 
with others can witneſle, 

-Befides which,in moſt former plantations except 
new England, men have adventured onely upon 
hop2 of one commoditie ( as namely Tobatco)bur 


here are many more commodities then m___ - 
| at 
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hath beene ſhewed ) tt theretore is this -plantati- 


, on more hopefull then all others: the foundation 


of which being already laid , may give men better 
incouragment to become ioynt-adventurers here- 
in, eſpecially being thereupon preſently intreſſed 
in the ſhipping ſtocke , and profits of the ſaid plan- 
tation; for the preſervation whereof , wee have 
not onely ſent divers honeſt and able men ( mar. 
ren and other ) but alſo ſome peeces of great ord- 


.* nance, with amunition, and other materials very 


uſcfullrowards building of a fort, - for the better 
ſecuring of our planters perſons from the danger 
of an enemy, having moreover cauſed a pinnace 
to bee ſent to abide with the Colony in the river, 
for their better (aferie and trade in the country ; 
intending likewiſe this ſummer ( if God ſhall 
bee pleaſed )ro ſert out a new ſupply of more men 
(as artificers and others ) befides women, as alſo 
more ordnance, amunition, and other materials , 
fitting for the defence of the plantation, beſides 
another ſhipp , greater then the former, to ſtay and 
abide there together with the — inthc river, 
for their better defence and trade in the country a- 
forcſaid: in which ſupply I alſo purpoſe ( God 
willing ) to goe with my wite and friends, to inha- 
bit ſome part of that ſpacious and goodly coun- 
trie.

tired (o freely ; butthis plantation here mentio-

weeconfiderthe ſpatiouſncs of the country ( being 
ſyppoſed ro bee more then rwenty times greater 
then this kingdome of England ) wee have no ſuch 


great cauſe ro fearethem, for if wee like not their _ 


neighbourhood, (there being roome enough, 
and divers goodly rivers beſides in the country ) 
wee may (if we pleaſe ) goe further our of thcir 
reach," where no donbt ( through Gods afliſting 
of our indeavours) wee may come to returne as 

reqt profit ( by meanes of ſugar canes and ſuch 
like commodities growing in thoſe partes)as inthe 
'river aforcſaid : for to ſpeake truly, it were great 
weakneſle in any to preſume to fit neare an enemy, 
and have not ſufficient ſtrength ro oppoſe him ,. or 
having roome enough to go our of his reach , will 


notwithſtanding abide neare him, yet I deny not, - 


but that a Colony may bee able io fubſiſt neare an 
enemy by meanes of fortification, and eſpecially 
when they areſuch as feare God , being provided 
with amunition, vituall, and all otherthings necd- 
full for the defence of the fame : for to raiſe aforr 


for the rclicfe of a Colony,and not to viftuall it, _ 


(as fome haue careleſly negleed through indiſcre- 
tion) were to make ir (-with ſuch } our peoples 
C2 grave, 
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grave, and nottheir preſervation : and if an hun- 
dredof our nation, or thereabout (, having nei- 
ther forr,nor artillery for defence, )were able { not 
long ſince ) by meanes of the natives , to cauſe a- 
bout cighteene hundred ofthe enemy to retrayte , 
and abandon the river , with lofle of many oftheir 
lives ; how much morethen being fortified , and 
fitted with allthings needfull for the defence of the 
ſame ,may wee bee berter able, (through the hclpe 
of the almighty )to repell and beat backe a more 
potent power. 

Now as the raiſing of forts for the defence 
of Colonies, and negleR of ſtoring them with 
victuall, andother things needfull for preſervati- 
on of the ſame, ſheweth the great indiſcretion of 
ſome ſort of people: t Soin like manner, is 
their folly as great, who looking after preſene 
profit, 4 planting. proviſions needfull for 
the preſervation of their lives: which wee taking 
into conſideration , have given exprefſe charge, 
that firſt of all they take care to plant proviſions 
necdfull for ſuſtentation , whereby they may bee 
able in ſhorttime to ſubſiſt of themſelves, withour 
helpe of the natives, which uſually furniſh our 
Engliſh plantations with ſtore of proviſions for 
dict, atmarvelous low rates; yet norwirhftand- 
ing wee have ſent thither ſome few cattell for 
breed, befids other creaturs, which in thoſe parts 
have not yer beene heard of by us to have beene a- 
mongſt them. 

Andifany man ſhall defire to bee further ſatisfi- 
cd concerning the proceed of the ſaid plantation,

Now as touching the manner of the adventure, 
it is as followeth. 

Every one that ſhall be admitted into the Colo- 
ny,or company of the Right Honourable the Earle 
of Barkſheire for his plantation in Guiana, is to be 
admitted one of thele three wayes, that is to ſay ;

the Collony beyond ſea, and laſtly, a proporti- 
on of land over and beſides his ſtocke of adventure 
of fifty poundes, or more as every one pleaſeth ro 
 putin, ( whoſereſpeRinthe Collony, is held 
fitting to be meaſured according to the ms

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; As for thoſe which are calked purſe adventurers, 
theyare ſuch which adventure their monies butnor 
their perſons, tt whoſe names,and ſummes adycn- 
tured, are not onely regiſtred, but alſo acknowled- 
ocd by indenture under feale , by Authority from 
the (aid Earle, (for their better ſecurity, and more 
aſſurance-of fairhtull dealing )to become toynt ad- 
venturers with the ſaid Earle and company, for his 
plantarion aforeſaid, and thatar every returne,du- 
ring the terme of five yeares) after the firſt returne 
from the plan:arion, every advenrurer, his heyres, 
executours, adminiſtrarours or aſſignes , thafl re- 
ceivethe profits of his ſtocke of adycnture,and ſhal 
the firſt rerurne from the plantation (after five 
yeares ſhall be expired) rccc ive out the wſt reſidue 
and remainder of j1is Rocke ot adventure,8& profits 
therof,crmayifhe p!::2{r, continue the ſame lon. 

er in the ioym ſt-«cke then the terme aforeſaid, 

or his farther ben+ehr : and ſhall have more- 
over,ſet forth for his uſe a proportion of lande cor 
reſpondent to his ſaid ſtocke of adventure : and to 
the ende that every adventurer, his heires, execu- 
cors, adminiſtrators and afſignes may clcarely fee; 
tharthey. have the due proportion'ot the profits of 
cheir adventure, it is covenantcd inthe ſaid inden- 
ture,thar the heixcs,cxecutors,adminiſtrators & aſ. 
figns of th& ſhaupon every ſeeting forth & recurn, 
fee the full famme of all che dilburſements,and re- 
ceirs from. time to time, paid and received, tou- 
ching he proceede of the {aid ioyne ſtocke, and 
planration which in like manner, every adventu.

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like indenture for theirbetter ſatisfation,and more

Now concerning the latter, which are ſervants 
ro the collony, they are ſuch , which adventuring 
onely their perſons , are bounde by indenture to 
ſerve the ſaid Earle and company in the plantation 
five yeares, in confideration whereot, the ſaid ſer- 
vantes, (as well wives, maides, as men)are to have 
cheir tranſportation thither free,as alſo their diet, 
lo1ging,apparrell,and all other materialls needfull, 
provided for them, at the charge of rheioynt ſtock, 
for the terme aforeſaid (apparrelling themſelves 
here for the firſt yeare) and to receive moreoyer, 
(tor their beter incouragement) a twelfth part of 
all the profits that ſhall ariſe by their laþours and 
induftry, and the womena fifteenth (as of ſugars, 
nutmeggs, mace, corron wools, Anottoes, honey, 
wax, tobacco, mineralls, and all other ſuch like 
commoditics, As ſhall be gotten inthe planta- 
tion, in manner aforeſaid) as alſo at the end and 
rerme of five yeares, every man ſervant to have li- 
very, and ſeaſon of thirty, ad ſome forty acres of 
land, and women twenty, which ſaid landes are to 
be ſer forth for their uſe, by the governour; or go- 
vernours, and councell then being. 

And to the cnd thar every one may know what 
profitsare due untothem by reaſon of their ſetvice, 
It ſhall be free for them ro make choyſe of any two 
orthree amonglt themſclves, which ſhall once in 
the yeare,or thereabour( upon reaſonablerequeſt. 
made to the governour,or governours then being) 
ſee the accomprs, and what is due unto them up- 
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on the foore of the ſame, t® for their berter ſati(l- 
faRtion and avoyding of ſuſpition. 

And furthermore all ſuch ſervants, as ſhall bee 
artificers. As Suger-cane, and Vine planters: Su- 
gar bakers, Druggiſts, 0322s ry » Mine- 
rallmen, Refiners, Founders, Potaſhe makers, Bar. 
berſurgeons,Ingeners, Gunners, Survayers,Ship- 
wrightes, Mill-wrightes , Carpenters , Ioyners, 
Coopers, Turners, Wheelers, Saw yers, Oare ma- 
kers, Blacke-ſmirhs, Locke-ſmirhs, Gunn-ſmirhs, 
Pike-makers, Armorers, Curlers, Edge-toole-ma-. 
kers, Ropers, Sayle-makers, Mariners, Net-ma. 
kers, Fiſhermen, Bakers, Butchers, Brewcrs, Di- 
ſtillers of hot-warters, felt-makers, Spinſters, Wea. 
vers, Taylers, Tanners, Curriers, Tawyers of 
Furres, Fellmongers, Girdlers, Glovers, Shoo- 
makers, Potters, Maſons, Bricke-makers, Bricke. 
layers, Basket-makers, Thatchers , and ſuch ike, 
are to receive a ninth part ofatwelfth (more then 
others, which are no artificers, of all the profits 
that ſhall ariſe by their labours, and induſtry) as a 
recompence of their ſeverall arts tor their further 
incouragement.

acknowledged by indenture , ſhall be as ſufficienc 
a-warrane for them to receive the iuſt profits of the 
ſame, correſpondent totheir ſeverall ſtockes of ad- 
venture, ast0 any otherbefore mentioned.
